VORITE DECORATIONS. 


Prices Are Higher Than Last Year, 
But Thousands of Windows Will 
Be Adorned With Ephemeral 
Holiday Foliage. 


St. Louis will spend more than $10,000 for 
“green goods” this Christmas tide. This 
is no bunco game. 

Third and Fourth street commission men 
“deliver the goods’ and every man with 
a tinge of holiday sentiment and every 
woman of tender thought aids the game. 

Between now.and the day of Nativity 10,- 
000 windows will bloom with holly, a cedar 
wreath or a flush of migtletoe. 

It's cheap, One buys the holly for 20 
cents a pound and holly is light weight. 
A quarter buys two cedar wreaths, a dime 
will purchase enoygh mistletoe to justify 
100 kisses. 

W. F. Bentzen, a plain, unromantic man, 
who bas a store on Fourth street and sells 
mistletoe because persons want it, is in- 
directly responsible for many romances, 
which reach their climax at Clayton or 
Belleville. Mistletoe is perishable. It 


comes from Tennessee and, as a rule, does 
not reach St. Louis before Dec. 18. Texas 
roduces mistletoe, and the swamps of 
oujsiana also sprout the parasite | Rebates

MISTLETOE IS SHORT-LIVED. 

Holly, green leaves and red berries will 
last for months, evergreen wreaths of 
cedar, will remain decorative throughout 
the winter, but mistletoe only endures a 
brief season. One may hang it on the 
chandelier Christmas day and find a with- 
ered skeleton New Year. 

Like those insects which live but a day 
and perish, mistletoe blooms and fades. 
Mr. Bentzen says that it is a perishable, 
but very salable, article. He imports $1000 
worth each year, and finds a market for 
it. Retailers, the grocer, butcher and the 


baker purchase. The ‘“faker,’’ otherwise 
the street merchant, buys the remainder 
of the stock. 

Mr. Faker stands on the sidewalk and 
He makes huge 
profit, for he sells a wreath for 2% cents 
which he bought for a pénny. 


PRICES HAVE ADVANCED.

Dealers buy evergreen, or 
cedar wreaths, in Wisconsin, secure holly 
from Delaware, and obtain mistletoe from 
Texas. 

He says that all the green leaves used 
for decoration this year are costly. Last 
year one could may holly at half the price 
now charged. Mistletoe was cheap, and a 
fine wreath of evergreen could be purchased 
for a dime. 

This Christmas mistletoe is worth 20 
cents a pound; a wreath of evergreen costs 
18 cents, and holly is. quoted at 25 cents a 
pound.

M. K. M’GRATH, AUTHOR OF Law,

All Other Speakers at Memorial Hall 
Meeting Said Change Was -De- 
manded in Interest of Honest 
Elections, 


Unier the auspices of the debating club 
of the Ethical Seciety of St. Louis, promi-

Michael K. McGrath, former secretary of 
State and reputed auther of the bill, was 
the only one to defend the measure. 

Gen. George H. Shields presented the Re- 
sublican view of the law. He advocaféed 
he abandonment of registration at the 
City Hall, which feature of the law he 
held responsible for a great portion of the 
election frands. He urged a return to the 
system in the law of 1895 whereby all reg- 
istration lists were published in the re- 
spective precinc ts. He also urged .the re- 
enactment of ‘a section of the 18% elec- 
tion law which prevented the interference 
of the police at the polls except when 
called on. 


ELECTION COMMISSIONER SPOKE. 


Judge John M. Wood, Democratic mem- 
ber of the board of election commissioners, 
agreed with Gen. Shields that «publishing 
the registration lists would be :advisable. 
He said he would do all in his power to 
bring about any changes that would 
make the law more efficient for honest 
elections. 

Judge Wood did not indorse all the crit!- 
cisms of the Nesbit law. The recent grafd- 
Jury charge against the City Hall reg- 
istration was the first speel criticism, 
he said, that he had heard. J e. Wood 
reminded his auditors that for* 100 years 
efforts to secure a perfect election law 
had been futile. 

Juéege Jacob Klein, 
for the obliteration of several features of 
the law. He said that with *the present

The promoters of three of the bills ac- 
knowledge the value of the franchise they 
seek by offering compensation to the city. 

The first of the measures was introduced 
at the City Council meeting Dec. 6, when a 
company, headed by J. D. Houseman, and 
another, known as the 8t.

TRANSIT LINES MOST DEADLY 


SUBURBA 
THAN ONE-TENTH OF TOTAL. 


Many of the Recent Victims Have 
Been Children and Persons Past 
Middle Age—Power Brake and 
Fender Laws. 
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Comparative Statement of 
Street Car Fatalities. 
1901. 1902.

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St. Louis street cars have killed 3 per- 
sons since Jan. 1, 1902. 

This record represents an increase in 
street car fatalities of more than 10 per 
cent over 1901. 

The foregoing table shows that the death 
list has increased uniformly from month to 
month, except during September and No- 
vember. 

If the accidents keep up at the present 
rate deaths from street car accidents in 
1902 will reach a total of 90. 

In this tremendous loss of life, equal to 
one-half the number that perished in the 
St. Louis cyclone, the victims were for the 
most part past 40 years of age. 

In 1902 20 persons under 12 years of age 
were fatally hurt. 

Twenty-five were over 50 years old and 
the age of 10 of the victims ranged be- 
tween 25 and 36. 


COMPANY USUALLY TO BLAME. 


Not all of the accidents were attributed 
to carelessness or negligence. But in 6 
per cent of them the testimony before the 
coroner's jury shows the street railway 
companies were blamable. 

In 1901 six conductors and motormen 
were held for manslaughter, but were ac- 
quitted at the trial of the cases. 

Almost a similar number were arraigned 
this year, but in no instance was a con- 
viction secured. 

The grandjury is about to take up the 
subject for investigation. Its members 
Monday requested Coroner Funkhouser to 
furnish the transcript of the testimony in 
the case of James Hill, who was mangled 
by a Transit company car near his home 
last week. . 


TRANSIT COMPANY KILLS MOST. 

The St. Louis Transit Co. and the 8t. 
Louis and Suburban Railroad Co. control 
the street car facilities of 8t. Louis. 

On the lines of the fitst mentioned com- 
pany 68 persons were killed Guring 1901, 
while five deaths are credited for the same 
period to the Suburban. 

This proportion between the two lines 
holds good for the present year. 

One of the means adopted by the Mun!i- 
cipa) Assembly and Board of Public Im- 
provements to prevent or lessen street car 
accidents was the power braks ordinance. 

Briefly. this ord‘nance vided that all 
cars must be ul with power brakes 
and wheel guards.

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VALUE OF SCHOOL PLAYGROUNDS. 
instruction and finance to the 


The report of the committee on 
Board of Education recommends ample room for playgrounds, 
in purchasing sites for new schools. The committee says: 

“Sites that are to be purchased for new buildings should be 
large, and in the new districts where land is not excessive in 
price, a whole bicck of land should, wherever possible, be pur- 
chased for a school site in preference to smaller lots. The mat- 
ter of providing playgrounds for the children at future times 
when our city has grown beyond its ppresent lMmits should re 
Geive the care and attention of the board now, when it at- 
tempts to provide new sites. 

This is practically what «the Post- Dispatch suggested a few 
days ago, in commenting on the fact that New York City is 
contemplating the roofing over of playgrounds in the crowded 
districts, for lack of room, tHus depriving the school children 
in these districts of open-sir grounds in which to play. 

The committee’s suggestion that a whole block of land be 
purchased in obtaining a site in any district where land is not 
excessively deur, is a good enc. Big playgrounds will pay for 
themselves in many ways. As the city grows and vacant land 
fg built upor, such playgrounds will afford breathing spots and 
places of recreation for young and old all the year round. They 
will help to beautify the city, decrease crime, and lower the 
deathrate. Provision for ample playgrounds should be an essen- 
tial part of every plan for a neW school.

AROUseO MOTHER AND SON 


BLAZE AND DENSE SMOKE ALL 
ABOUT THEM. 


Dr. H. M. Julian Did Not Stop to Dress 
When He Saw Danger His Neigh- 
bors on Michigan Avenue 
Were In. 


With flames crackling all about them 
and smoke pouring into the rooms where 
they slept, Mrs. Gertrude Gerrard and her 
grown son, J. Gerrard, weuld have been 
burned or suffocated last night had it not 
been for the vrompt action of Dr. H. M. 
Jullan of 6/18 Michigan avenue. 

The Gerrards lived at 6919 Michigan ave- 
nue in a frame house that was owned by 
Charles Watkins, 7214 South Broadway. 
This morning at 2:30 o’clock Mrs. Julian was 
awakened by a bright glare which she 
quickly found to be caused by a fire. She 
aroused her husband. 

Cold as the night was, Dr. Julian did 
not ¢tep tc dress, but in bis bare feet and 
light slumber robe, he ran across the 
street to the burning house. No one else 
was there and he quickly reasuned that if 
the occupants of the house had escaped 
from the building, they would have turned 
in an alarm. 


BROKE IN THE DOOR. 

He pounded on the front door with all his 
might. but could get no response. Then 
with a trémendous effort he burst the door 
in. The sleeping rooms of the Gerrards 
were on the first floor, and Dr. Julian, in 
opening the first door in the hallway, saw 
young Gerrard in bed. 

“Get up; your house is on fire,”’ shouted 
Dr. Julian, shaking Gerrard meanwhile. 
The young man rubbed his eyes in a dazed 
way, but the smoke and fire were almost at 
his bedside and roused him to action. 


Dr. Julian had hastened on into the 
other room and ha ‘wakened Mrs. Ger- 
rurd. There was no time te lose. and she 
wis hurried out of the house while burn- 
ing embers fell about her and her rescuer. 


‘ BLACK WITH SMOKE. 

Ry the time they got to the outer door 
both rooms were black with smoke, from 
which tongues of flame shot intermittent- 
ly. 

The rescue was just In time. Had Dr. 
Julian stopped to dress before warning 
the Gerrards they would probably have 


been burned or suffocated. 

Companies Nos. 2 and 4 responded to the 
alarm, but the house was almost consumed 
when the firemen arrived. They said the 
alarm had been given by some unknown 
man who had come to the engine house 
and showed them the reflection of the fire 
on the aky. 

None of the furniture was saved, but its 
loss and that of the building is covered 
oy insurance. The damage is estimated at

AUTOMATIC REFEREES. 
We are impressed with the riecessity 
of changing the conditions under which 


‘prize fights are refereed. In this advanced 
‘age, for any man to give a decision purely 
‘on his own judgment smacks of barbarism, 
and the folly and mistake of it can readily 
be seen at almost any prize fight. 

For example, at Chicago Monday Referee 
George Siler, presuming upon some % years 
of experience with the fight game, under- 
took unaided to say that Abe Attell had 
beaten Buddy Ryan, when no less than 
2000 persons, high y educated in the game, 
having witnessed half a dozen bouts in 
their careers, were looking on and saw that 
Siler was all wrong. 

Siler, they said, was unable to see Abe’s 
‘condition at the finish, or how hard Ryan 
\was hitting him, and how willing the Chi- 
cago fighter was to rush in and take pun- 
ishment. 

Siler says he took the punishment less 

because he was willing than because he 
couldn't help himself. 
: The only inference to be drawn is that 
Biler and other referees are too near the 
battle, and being afflicted with myopia are 
‘unable to notice what a “rooter’ half a 
‘block awav in the general admission seats 
can plainly see. 


TEST YOUR PUNCH. 
In the fight named Siler says he

We are not going to take sides against

der a correct decision. It will aleo 
easier to Lo out of the builldi unharmed 
after handing down the same. Until these 
things are done, rulings to sult the populace 
will never*be made in a prize ring. 


BE WILLING AND YOU LOSE. 

The great virtue of a prize fighter is in 
being willing. A good prize fighter should 
be aggressive enough to tackle the Em- 
pire Express with the object of popping 
it one in the jamp. This policy doesn’t win 
you the decision, and may result in your 
being taken home in the ambulance, but it 
looks great to the public. After all, what
